3. (Currently amended) A compound according to any one of the p revious claims claim 
i, wherein aryl and heteroaryl groups in the Ar, A and R,, R 2 substituents are 
unsubstituted or substituted with 1, 2 or 3 unsubstituted substituents selected from 
halogen, C,-C 6 alkyl, hydroxy, amino, C r C 4 haloalkyl, C,-C 4 alkoxy and C r C 4 
haloalkoxy. 

4. (Currently amended) A compound according to any one of the previous claims claim 
i, wherein the heterocycloalkyl ring and carbocyclic rings in the R x to R 3 substituents 
are unsubstituted or substituted with 1 , 2 or 3 unsubstituted substituents selected from 
halogen, C r C 6 alkyl, hydroxy, amino, C r C 4 haloalkyl, C r C 4 alkoxy and C r C 4 
haloalkoxy. 

(Currently amended) A compound according to any one of the previous claims claim 
i, wherein R, and R 2 , together with the carbon to which they are attached, form a 3 to 
10 membered heterocycloalkyl ring or a C 3 .

methotrexate, etoposide and teniposide, topotecan, SN38, combretastatin A4, 
combretastatin Al, podophyllotoxin, vinblastine, vincristine vinorelbine, paclitaxel 
and docetaxel, an epothilone, deoxyepothilone B BMS 247550, a dolastatin 
derivative, a cryptophycin derivative, gefitinib, erlotinib, ZD6474 and AZD2171.
